' Some Nights after a great Quantity of Peat * was 
brought-into the middle of the Houſe and fet on fire, when 


all the Family was-afleep, and if the Smoke had not a- 


wak'd them, they had certainly been conſum'd in the 
Flames; but they extinguiſhed the Fire, and though they 
made a narrow ſearch, could neither hear nor ſee any A- 
ent. 
y On the 7th of March following there were Stones 
thrown'into all the parts of the Houle, but they could not 
diſcover from whence they __ nor whatthrew them E

and thus 'it continued till > Sabbath, throwing in at times 
both by. Day and by Night, but chiefly in the Night- 
time. 

On Saturda e Family being all without-doors, the 
Children coming ih ſaw ſomething like a Perſon fitting by 
the Fire, with a Blanket about it 3 which frightned all of 
them but the youngeſt, who being about ten Years of 
Age, chid the reſt for being afraid, telling them, that if 
they bleſsd themſelves they needed not fear; and per- 
ceiving the Blanket to be his own, blefſes himſelf, and 
ſaying, Be what it will it bath nothing to-do with my 
Blanket, he runs and pulls the Blanket away, but found 
_ under it ſave a four-footed Stool turn'd up-fide 

own. 

On the Sabbath, earch 11. the Pot-hooks and Hanger 
were carried out of the Chimney, and being wanted four 
days, they found them at laſt ina Cocklok, where they 

' had ſearch'd for them ſeveral times before, but could nut 
> £ordof tht find them. Thisis atteſted by Charles Hackielan * Laird of 
—" Collin, and John Cairns of Hardbills. | 
When it threw Stones at any Perſon, it was obſerved 
that they had not half their natural Weight : It threw 
them more frequently on the Sabbath than on other days, 
and more then too when any Body was at Prayer, and molt- 
ly at the Perſon praying. 6 
Andrew Mackie having acquainted me with the Matter 
on the Sabbath Afternoon, I went to his Houſe on Tueſ- 
day after, where I ſtaid a conſiderable time, and pray'd 
twice with the Family, during which time there was no 

- trouble. Then came out with a Reſolution to go Homez 

but as I was ſpeaking to ſome Men at the end of the Barn, 
I ſaw two little Stones drop down on a Field a little from 
me; and forthwith ſome People came out of the -Honſe, 
crying, that the Spirit was become as troubleſome there as 
eyer : Whereupon I returned to the Houſe, and while 1 

was 
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was at Prayer, it threw 42 ſmall ſtones at me which- 
did me no hurt. 

After this it gave no farther diſturbance to the Family 
till the 18:h.day of March, that it began to throw Stones 
as before, but more frequently and ot greater weight, ſo 
that they hurt more where they hit than thoſe it threw for- 
merly : And thus it continned to the 21ſt, when I went 
againto the Houſe, where it moleſted me mightily, threw 
Stones and divers other things at me, and beat me ſeveral 
times on the Shoulders and Sides with a great Staff, ſo that

It would cry Huſh, Huſh, at the cloſe of every Sentence 
1n Prayer; and whiſtle ſodiſtintly, 'that the Dog would 
bark and run to the Door, as he usd to do when any one 
whiſtled for him to ſet him on the Carte]. 

April 3. It whiſtled ſeveraltimes, and cryd Hf, Huſh, 
as ts atteſted by Andrew T ait. 

April 4. Gharles eMacclelan of Collin, Proprietor of 
the Houſe, and Andrew Mackie Maſter of the Family, 
went to a Meeting of Miniſters at Buttle, and. gave them 
an' Accotint of the Matter; whereupon thoſe Miniſters 
made publick Prayers for the Family, and two of -their 
Number, viz. Mr. Andrew /Ewart Miniſter of Kels, and 
Mr. Fohn eMurdo Miniſter .of Carſmichael, went to. the 
Houſe and ſpent that Night in Faſting and Prayer, during 
whick-time it was very outragious, and threw great Stones 
at therh, ſome of them weighing about eight Pounds. It 
wounded Mr. Andrew-Ewa#t twice in the Head, pull'd off 

' his Wig in the time of Prayer ; and as he was holding his 

Handkerchief betwixt his Hands, threw a Stone into it 
Which forced it from him. It gave Mr. Fobr Muardo ſeve-' 
ral heavy Blows z, but it was obſervable, that the Wounds 
and Bruiſes given by this Spirit were ſpeedily —_ lt

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Bed, and groaned. EA ;harles Mackleland thinking 
it fit to go to Prayer before he took up the Bones, it 
cruelly all the while, but as ſoon as he took up the Bones, 
it ceaſed for that time, (as atteſted by Charles Macklelend ) 

_ As ſoon as the Gentleman above-mentioned took up the 
Bones, he ſent them to mez upon which I went imme- 
diately to the Houſe, and while I was at Prayer, the Spi- 
Tit threw great Stones, Which hit, but did not hurt me, 
and it forbore giving us any farther trouble that Night. 

- April the 7th, being Sabbath-day, it began again to 
throw Stones, and wounded William Mackminn a Black- 
\{mith on the Head ; it did alfo throw a Plow-ſhare at him, 
and a Trough of above three ſtone Weight, which fell on 
his Back, and yet did not hurt him. That ſame Night it ſet 
the Honſe twice on fire, but it was ſpeedily quench'd by 
the aſliſtance of the Neighbours. In the Evening, as Fobn 
Mackie, eldeſt Son. to Audrew above-mentioned, was com- 
ing to-the Houſe, an extraordinary Light fell about him, 
and went before him to 'the Houſe, with a ſwift Motion, 
and that Night it continued to trouble the Houſe as uſu- 
ally. Atteſſed by W. Mackmwinnand Fobn Mackie. 

April the 8th, as Andrew Mackie went through the Yard 
in the morning, he found a Letter written and ſeal'd with 
Blood, and Firetted on the back thus, 3 Pears tho, ſhall 
haveto repent a net it well z and within was written, 'TUgo 
be to the Cottland, repent and tak warning, fo2 the Ooo?

In the middle of the Day, all thoſe Perſons now alive, 
who had inhabited that Houſe ince it was built, (which 1s 

about 28 Years) were ordered by the Civil Magiltrate to 
appear before” the - Laird of Col/ine above-mentioned, or 
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ſelf and others 3 and becauſe there was ſome ſuſpicion that 
a ſecret Murder had been committed in the Place, they 
were all of them obliged to touch the Bones, but no dif 
covery was thereby made. 

On the 9th of April the Letter and Bones were- ſent 
to a meeting of Miniſters at Kirkubright, and they ap- 
pointed five of their Number, viz. Mr. Fobn Murdo, 
Mr. Fames eMonteith, Mr. John e/Mackmillan, Mr. Samnel 
Spalding, and Mr. William Falconer, to go with me to the 
Houſe, and ſpend ſome time in Faſting and Prayer. 

On the 10th we went accordingly, and I no ſooner 
began to open my Mouth, but it threw Stones at me, and 
all the reſt that were in the Houſe, but always moſt at 
him who was at Prayer : Itdid frequently make the whole 
Houſe to ſhake, broke an Hole through the Roof, ec. 
and threw in great Stones, one of which being above a 
Quarter weight, fell upon Mr. Jawzes Monteith's Back, 
without doing him any hurt z it threw another at him as 
big as a Man's Fiſt with great force while he was at Prayer, 
which hit him on the Breaſt, but did neither hurt nor di- 
ſturb him. It-was thought fit that one of the Miniſters, 
with another Perſon, ſhould go out by turns and ftand 
under the Hole on the outfits, whereupon it forbore 
throwig2 in any more Stones at that place: Butthe Barn 
being joined to the end of the Houſe, it forced open 
the Barn-door, broke down the Partition-wall, and threw 
Stones into the Houſe that way, but without doing much 
hurt to the People. 

After that it took hold of ſome of them by the Legs as - 
if it had been with a Man's Hand ; it hoiſted up the- Feet 
of others while ſtanding on the Ground 3 and thus it did 
to Williame Lennox Laird of Milhouſe, to my ſelf and 0- 
thers, and continued troubling the People in that man- 


ner till ten a Clock at Night 3 but after that it deſiſted 
C while 
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| while we were about the Houſe. Atteſted by Mr. James 


Monteith, Mr Fobn Murdo, Mr. Samuel Spalding, Mr. Fal- 
coner, William Lennox, and Joba Tait. 

On the 11th, 12th, and 13th, it raged more than ever, 
and none who came into the Houſe during that time 
eſcaped heavy Blows. Andrew Tait of Torr coming to 
ſtay with the Family one of theſe Nights, his Dog catche 
a Fulmard by the way, which Andrew threw afide when 
he cameinto the Houſe 3 and three more young Men com- 
ing in alſo to bear the Family company, the evil Spirit 
beat all of them with the dead Fulmard as they were at 
Prayer ; at which the three who came in laſt, and knew 
nothing of the Fulmard, were much affrighted, eſpecially 
one of them called Samnel Thomſon, whom it gripd hard 
by the Side and Back, and thruſt an Hand, as he con- 
ceived, beneath his Clothes and into his Pocket, which 
frightned him ſo much, that he fell ſick upon it immediate- 
ly. Atteſted by Andrew Tait. 

On the 14th being Sabbath-day, the evil Spirit ſet fire 
to ſome Straw that was in the Corn-yard, and continued 
throwing Stones till ten' a Clock at Night. It did alſo 
throw a ditching Spade at Andrew Mackie, with the Mouth 
towards him, but he received no hurt by it. Afﬀer this 
it tolsd a Meal-five about the Houſe, which frdrew 
Mackie catch'd at, and with much difficulty kept his hold ; 
then it tore the Sive from the Rim, and wrapping it up. 
rogether, threw it at Thomas Robertſon of Airds, by whom 
this Paſlage is atteſted. 

On the 15th of April, William Anderſon a Grafier, and 
Fames Paterſon his Son-in-Law, came to the Houſe with 
the Laird of Colline; and the Latter going home at Night, 
Andrew Mackie ſent his Sons to wait on him, who as they 
return'd, were cruelly ſtoned by the Spirit, and the Stones 
did ſo tumble amongſt their Legs, that they were in hazard 
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of being broke by them, \ little after they returned to the 
Houle, it wounded William Anderſon in the Head, and OC- 
caſioned him to bleed very much. In time of Prayer it 
whiſtled, groan'd, and cryed, Huf, Huſh, Atteſted by 
ohn Cairns, 

On the 16th it continued whiſtling, groaning, and 
throwzag Scones in time of Prayer, crying alſo, Bo, Bo, 
Kick, Cuck, pulling the Men backward and forward, 
and hoiſting them up from their Knees. Atteſted by Au- 

att, 
ba Night Andrew Mackie and his Family left the 
Houſe and went to a Neighbour's, deſiring five of his 
Friends to ſtay in the Houſe, but it did no hurt that 
night, neither to thoſe left in the Houle, nor to Andrew 
Mackie and his Family, nor the Neighbour's where they 
lodged, only it threw Andrew Mackze's Cattel upon one 
another, as they were faſtned to their Stakes, which had 
like to have killed them, and ſome of them it let looſe. 

d by John Cairns, 
— Andrew Mackie and his Family returned to 
the Houſe, and received no hurt that night, only it tied 
ſome Sheep (which were at a little Houle at the diſtance 
of three or four pair of Butts) together 'in pairs by the 
Neck, . with Ropes made of Straw that it had taken 
from the Stable, and left ſome Ropes behind which it did. 
not make uſe of, Attelted by Andrew Tait.

Stones, whiſtling 
and huſhing, 'and uſing all its former words. When it 
hit any body, it ſaid, ake you that till you get more, _ 
it would certainly hit _ again 3 but when it ſaid on 
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take you that, then it af throwing at that Perſon 'for 
ſome time.

Oa- the 21ſt, 22d, and 234, it continued throwing 
ſtones, beating with Staves, and throwing Mud in the 
Faces of all that were in the Houſe, eſpecially in time of 
Prayer. 

On the 24#h, which was appointed to be kept ava Day 
of Humiliation by. the Pariſh upon that Account, it con- 
tinued throwing ſtones from morning to night in a moſt 
fearful manner, without intermiſtion, ſo that all in the Houſe 


., were afraid of being killed. 


— On the 25th it threw ſtones all night, but did no 
great hurt. | 

On the 26#h it threw ſtonestn the Evening, knocked ſe- 
veral times on the Cheſts, began to ſpeak, and call thoſe 
who were then-in the Houſe, Witches and Kooks, ſaying, 
#t would take theme to Hell, Whereupon the People ſaid a- 
mong themſelves, that it would now ſpeak if it had any to 
ſpeak to it. Then they awak'd Andrew Mackze, the Maſter 
of the Houſe 3 who hearing it ſay, Thow ſhalt be troubled 
till Tueſday, asked, Who gave it a Commiſſion > To 
which it anſwered, God gave me a Commiſſion, and I am 
ſent to warn the Land to repent ; for a- Judgment is to come 
if the Land do not quickly , and commanded im to 
reveal it upon his Peril : And if the Land did not repemt, it 
ſaid it would go to its Father, and get a Commiſſion to return 
with an hundred worſe: than it ſelf, and would trouble every 

particular Family in the Land. | 
Upon which Andrew Mackie (ſaid tothe Company, if I 
Thould tell this, no body would believe me. Then it an- 
ſwered, Fetch *Betters, fetch the Miniſter of the Pariſh and 
two _ Men upon Tueſday night, and I ſhall declare before 
.thems what I have to ſay. After which it ſaid, "Praiſe me, 
and 1 will whiſtle to you 5 worſhip me, and 1 will trouble you

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0 more. Andrew Mackie anſwered, 'The Lotd who deli- 


'vered the three Children out of the fiery Furnace, deliver 


me and mine this Night from the Temptations of Satan :

While Andrew Mackie was ſpeaking, one James Telfair of 


Buttle-offer'd to put in a word 3 whereupon the Spirit told 
him, You 'are baſely bred, meddling in other Mens Diſcourſe 
wherein you are not concerned. Tt likewiſe faid, Remove your 
Goods, for 1 will burn the Houſe. He anſwered, The Lord 
{top Satan's Fury, and hinder him of his Deſigns. It re- 
plied, 1 will do it, or you ſhall guide well, Atteſted by Fohr 
Tait of Torr, and ſeveral others. 

On the 27th it ſet the Houſe on fire ſeven times ; and 
on the 28th, which was Sabbath-day, it continued ſetting 
fire to the Houſe, from Sun-rifing to Sun-ſetting 3 and as it 
was quenched in one part, it was inſtantly fet on fire in a- 
nother z and when it could not get its Deſign of burning 
the Houle accompliſh'd, it pull'd down one end of it in the 
Evening, ſo that the People could not ſtay init any longer, 
but went and kindled their Fire in the Stable. 

On the Sabbath-night it pulled one of the Children out 
of the Bed 3 and catching hold of him, as he thought, by 
the N.Fk and Shoulders, took up a great Log of Wood, 


and holding it overthe Children, ſaid, If I had a Commiſ- 
ſion. I would brain them : This was heard by all the People
